APPLES 


The apple is the most profitable of fruits. They 
bear heavy crops annually, and always sell at a good 
price. We grow the best varieties that are adapted to 
this country. The following list of apples have been 
tested and are found well adapted to this region. Our 
trees are vigorous, heavy bodied and propagated on 
vigorous, whole roots and if properly cared for, will bear 
at two and three years of age.

YELLOW TRANSPARENT—Earliest to ripen. 
Tart, excellent for cooking, the best very early apple, 
young and heavy bearer. 

LIVELAND RASPBERRY—Large, red striped, sub- 
acid, tender and good cooker. Tree, large, vigorous 
grower, heavy bearer—one of the best summer varieties. 


LODI—This apple is said to be an improvemer# 
over Yellow Transparent. Averaging larger and more 
resistant to blight. Ripening after Transparent. Young 
and heavy bearer. 

POLLY EADES—A new yellow apple, well recom- 
mended, good grower, heavy bearer, (similiar to Yellow 
Transparents), three weeks later. 

RED JUNE—One of the best mid-season apples, 
large, bright red, very attractive, ripens over a long sea- 
woes hardy and heavy bearer—a very desirable summer 
apple. 

WILSON RED JUNE—A large brilliant deep red 
apple. Tree hardy. Very desirable for a late summer ap- 
ple. Young and heavy bearer. 

SUMMER CHAMPION—A large red striped, late 
summer apple. One of the best of its season, tree vig- 
orous, young and heavy bearer, long ripening season. 

GOLDEN SWEET (Old Fashioned Sweet Apple)— 
Large yellow sweet apple, an old time sweet apple that 
is still popular. 

GRIMES. GOLDEN—One of the most popular late 
fall varieties, large, yellow, good quality, fine for cook- 
ing—always in demand.

CARMAN—A semi-freestone, red blushed white 
peach; fine quality, ripens in early July, tree very hardy, 
early and heavy bearer. 
~ CUMBERLAND-—-Very hardy early white freestone 
peach. Large beautiful red and white color. Excellent 
flavor. Young and heavy bearer. 20 days before Elberta. 

HILEY—tThis is a very fine peach, very fine qual- 
ity. White, with red blush, ripens after Carman, the 
best peach to follow Carman. 

HALE HAVEN—A new peach that is highly recom- 
mended. Seeding of Hale and South Haven, with many 
of their good qualities. 

GOLDEN JUBILEE—A large very early Freestont 
Peach. Profitable for home and local market. Ripe 205 
days before Elberta. Fruit deep yellow large delicious, 
flavor excellent for canning. 

EARLY ELBERTA—This is one of the most desir- 
able peaches for canning, it has very high quality, large 
and attractive appearance, yellow with red blush. 

ELBERTA—tThe old Elberta is still one of the best 
peaches for home and market. This and Early Elberta 
are the best for canning. Tree, large, vigorous grower 
and heavy bearer. 

HALE—tThis is a firm freestone red blushed peach 
—colored weeks before ripe; excellent for sweet pickles; 
good keeper and good shipper. 

HYSLOP CLING—This is the best white cling peach 
that is adapted to this country, better than old Heath 
Cling, does not rot, very firm and juicy. Good cling 
peaches are always in demand for preserves and pickles. 

BELLE OF GEORGIA—One of the best white free- 
stone peaches. Tree, large and vigorous, heavy bearer; 
fruit, large, high quality, attractive color. 

LATE ELBERTA—A good late peach similar to 
Elberta, but a month later. Fruit, large, high quality; 
very desirable for late canning. 

PEARS

KEIFFER—A large, high quality pear, ripening in 
October. A very firm pear and will keep until Christ- 
mas. When kept in cellar, will become juicy and tender. 
Tree. is vigorous and heavy bearer, resists blight, one of 
the best late pears.

In considering grapes, it is 
important to get varieties resistant to “Black rot.” 

Varieties: 

CONCORD—Concord is the most resistant to rot of 
all grapes. More Concords are planted than all other 
varieties together. it bears heavy crops, large bunches, 
good keeper, and a most desirable grape. 

LUTIE—tThe best early red grape, high quality, re- 
sists rot, desirable for home use. 

LUCILE —A very good red grape, should be planted 
with Concord for pollination, large bunch, very attrac- 
tive, and resistant to rot. 

NIAGARA—tThe best white grape, large bunch, 
very attractive, should be sprayed for rot.
